Metal Railroad Ties. 
Th e Lumberman says: Th e wood­ 
en ties now in use upon th e tracks of 
th e United States number 515,892,918. 
Th e average life of a wooden tie in 
th is country is six and a h alf years. 
Every year, th erefore, calls for 80,- 
000,000 ties. 
One-fifth of th e timber 
product of th is country is regularly 
absorbed by th e railroads. 
And th e 
railroads' fifth is th e best th at is pro­ 
duced. 
A million acres of good 
forest is stripped to supply th is single 
demand. Th is government h as only 
about 70,000.000 acres of public forest 
land remaining. 
It is th erefore very 
clear th at th e question of substituting 
metal for wood m railroad ties is of 
rapidly developing interest, and th eir 
use is already quite extensive th rough 
principally in foreign countries. In 
pursuing inquiries th e forestry divi­ 
sion of th e agricultural department 
h as learned th at metal ties are now 
in satisfactory use on 30,000 miles of 
railroad. 
Europe h as one-th ird of 
th is inetal-tie mileage. 
Asia, Africa 
and South America h ave th e remain­ 
der. 
Th ere are only two miles of 
track on metal ties in th e United 
States. 
But in th e countries wh ere 
th e substitute for wood h as been tried 
it is pronounced satisfactory.

managers in the past The trouble 
seems to be that "hospital tickets have 
been made too cheap. There is ap­ 
parently a surplus of competition 
among hospitals. The pnrchaser of 
hospital tickets ought to remember 
that a cheap thing is generally cheap 
and that he better pay, or agree to pay 
a good price, than pay a sr railer fee 
and then find reason to think that he 
, has been swindled. 


Todd County Begins to Explain. 
It is reported, on what seems relia­ 
ble authory, that Bob Dunn is elected 
to the legislature over Price, by eight 
or ten majority. 
We shall be much 
pleased if this report proves to be 
true. 
We have realized all along 
that if Mr. Dunn was defeated, his 
friends, not his enemies, were respon­ 
sible for his defeat. 
Aud though re­ 
sponsible, yet hardly blamable. It 
was firmly believed by Republicans, 
and conceded by Democrats, all over 
the district, that Bob had the easiest 
kind of a walk-over, and that what­ 
ever might be the fate of any or all 
of the other candidates on the ticket 
with him, his election, by a large 
majority, was an absolute certainty. 
And, hence, in the general scramble, 
in county mutters and in the interests 
of local favorites, Mr. Dunn’s warmest 
friends, m many localities, simply 
took interest enough in his fight to 
see that his name was on the straight 
ticket, and that those 
who were 
determined to make “trades” in the 
interest of “local favorites,” didn’t 
scratch the “general favorite.” And 
yet there were, doubtless, just such 
friends at many precincts who would 
have made special add effective efforts 
for Bob if they had thought there was 
a possibility of his defeat. And, in a 
word, Bob could have had and would 
have had one or two hundred more 
votes in this district if his friends had 
thought that he could possibly need 
them.—Presto Change. 


A Peculiar Clock. 
E. A. Garland, a Wisconsin man, 
has invented a peculiar clock. It 
consists of three egg shells set on 
pivots, one to denote the bour, one 
the minutes, and the other the seconds. 
The shells revolve on the pivot with­ 
out apparent mechanism to give them 
motion. Mr. Garland, the reporter 
says, imends making one with glass 
balls and hanging an incandescent 
lamp in each ball, b o that the clock 
will serve as lamp as well as a time­ 
piece.—Ex. 


Metal Railroad Ties. 
The Lumberman says: The wood­ 
en ties now in use upon the tracks of 
the United States number 515,892,918. 
The average life of a wooden tie in 
this country is six and a half years. 
Every year, therefore, calls for 80,- 
000,000 ties. 
One-fifth of the timber 
product of this country is regularly 
absorbed by the railroads. And the 
railroads' fifth is the best that is pro­ 
duced. 
A million acres of good 
forest is stripped to supply this single 
demand. This government has only 
about 70,000,000 acres of public forest 
land remaining. It is therefore very 
clear that the question of substituting 
metal for wood in railroad ties is of 
rapidly developing interest, aud their 
use is already quite extensive through 
principally in foreign countries. In 
pursuing inquiries the forestry divi­ 
sion of the agricultural department 
has learned that metal ties are now 
in satisfactory use on 30,000 miles of 
railroad. 
Europe has one-third of 
this metal-tie mileage. 
Asia, Africa 
and South America have the remain­ 
der. There are only two miles of 
track on metal ties in the United 
States. But in the countries where 
the substitute for wood has been tried 
it is pronounced satisfactory. 


Did Whiteman Sacrifice the Ticket? 
The politicians of the Fifth district 
seem to relish the result of the late 
election less than those in any other 
section of the state. 
The election of 
Kittle Halvorsen to conge ess over 
Hon. S. G. Comstock and Hon. A. J. 
Whiteman, was the last thing that the 
political seers of either party expect­ 
ed. The republicans feared that he 
might cut into Comstock’s vote enough 
to elect Whiteman, and make their 
fight with that possibility in view, 
the democrats holding to the same 
opinion and encouraging Halvorsen’s 
candidacy 
as 
much 
as possible. 
Neither party, however, ever dreamed 
of the possibility of his election. It 
is well-known that Mr. Halvorsen 
hesitated for a long time before ac­ 
cepting the nomination of the alli­ 
ance, and a prominent Fifth district 
democrat is authority for the state­ 
ment that he was on the point of 
withdrawing after Mr. Whiteman had 
been nominated by the democrats, 
and to prevent this Whiteman ad­ 
vanced him a considerable sum of 
money, estimated at about $800, with 
which to defray the expenses of the 
campaign. At that time this was 
considered by all democrats a good 
investment, and one which would 
materially aid Whiteman in his can­ 
vass, if it kept Halvorsen in the race. 
It was also claimed that Mr. White­ 
man fully expected to be elected, and 
that he expended an immense amount 
of money in conducting his canvass, 
which 
was 
probably 
the 
most 
thorough ever made by a democrat in 
the Fifth district. 
There was one 
circumstance about Mr. Whiteman’s 
campaign which was unfortunate, and 
that was that it was not in harmony 
with the state campaign. The demo­ 
cratic state central committee never 
felt satisfied that Mr. Whiteman took 
as much interest in the success of the 
democratic party as he ought to have 
done. Some of the members went so 
far as to charge him with willful neg­ 
lect of the interests of the state ticket 
and with being responsible for the 
defeat of Judge Wilson by sacrificing 
the interests of the party as a whole 
at the altar of his own ambition.— 
Minneapolis Times.

have sent the old men and the squaws in 
for rations. 
On the plateau, where the agency is lo­ 
cated, hi own walled by barren buttes,Com­ 
panies K, F, I, X. D, of the Ninth cavalry, 
are camped, also four com panies of the 
Second in rsntry. Two m ore companies of 
the Second will airive this afternoon, and 
it is said th at reinforcem ents will soon ar­ 
ri vc in the form of cavalry from Fort Kiel- 
ly, Kau. 
I rode part of the way from Rushville this 
m orning in com pany w ith Col. Guy V. 
H enry, o f the N inth cavalry, aud later I 
passed his scout, the famous Frank Grovard, 
who acted in a sim ilar capacity for Gen. 
Crook in 1876. 
Both Col. H enry aud his 
scout are confident th at there will be a con­ 
flict between the troops and the Indians 
w ithin a few days. 
The officers at Pine Ridge are very much 
annoyed by some sensational press reports 
tiiut have been published, aud talk some of 
quarantining the reservation against news­ 
paper correspondents.

A Convict’s Medal. 
Capfc, Louis Bieral was discharged 
from Auburn prison recently aft­ 
er serving bis sentence of five years 
for shooting Surveyor Beattie in the 
coustom house in New York. He 
has a history and his name is on the 
honor roll of heroes of the war of the 
rebellion. The story of his bravery 
at Bali’s Bluff is told in “Dyckink’s 
History of the War,” and it was told 
to an Advertiser interviewer by the 
hero himself at the prison gate. It 
was all about the rescue of Col. Bak­ 
er’s body at Ball’s Bluff. The Col­ 
onel had been shot down by a con­ 
federate and the latter was killed in 
turn by Bieral. Col Baker’s body lay 
between tho two lines when Bieral ran 
out of the ranks and picked it up. 
The firing 
was 
heavy 
and the 
rescuer was shot through the top of 
the head, but he lifted the body up 
and carried it into the union lines 
amid a storm of bullets. President 
Lincoln sent for him alterward and 
promised him a captaincy in the reg­ 
ular army. Lincoln and Baker were 
old friends and the Prseident wept at 
tile recital of his tragicdeath. 
; Bieral is now nearly 79 years of age 
but looks much younger. He wears 
a medal on his breast inscribed; ‘Cap- 
tian Louis Bieral, First California 
Kegiment, for saving the body of 
Colonel Baker.” 
In regard to the crime which he has 
just expatiated he was not so eora- 
muncative. He said briefly that lie 
was discharged from the custom 
house on a false charge of robbing a 
poor woman of 12, preferred by Sur­ 
veyor Beattie.

The early observ an ce of a d ay o} 
than ksgiv in g in the Colon ies is well 
kn own . Not on ly was su ch a d ay 
set apart for rememberin g the bou n ty 
of the harv est, bu t for v ariou s other 
blessin gs. Alon g with these d ays of 
giv in g than ks came abou t as fre­ 
qu en tly the d ays of fastin g. So far 
as wan t of food was the occasion of 
*ast d ays they wou ld occu r u su ally 
in the sprin gtime. In ord er to giv e 
an id ea of the great v ariety of oc­ 
casion s for the on e or the other of 
these holy d ays, there hav e been 
gathered from the early record s of 
Massachu setts the followin g cau ses: 
“To seek the Lord for His d irec­ 
tion ,’' “to in treat the help of God ,” 
“for hu miliation to seek the face of 
God ,” “n ov elties, oppression , athe­ 
ism, ex cess, su perflu ity, id len ess, con ­ 
tem pt of au thority, an d trou bles in 
other parts to be remembered ,” “for 
the w an t of rain , an d help of breth­ 
ren in d istress,” “in regard to ou r 
wan ts, an d the d an gers of ou r n ativ e 
cou n try,” “for God ’s great mercy to 
the chu rches in German y an d the 
Palatin ate,” “for a bou n tifu l har­ 
v est, an d for the arriv al of person s 
of special u se an d qu ality,” “for su c­ 
cess an d safe retu rn of the Pequ ot 
ex ped ition , su ccess to the con feren ce 
a t Newton , an d good n ews from 
German y,” an d “sad con d ition of 
ou r n ativ e cou n try.” 
Throu ghou t the con tin u an ce of the 
Prov in cial Gov ern men t the procla­ 
m ation s of than ksgiv in g were issu ed 
by the royal gov ern ors. This action 
was sometimes taken , howev er, u pon 
the su ggestion of the Gen eral Cou rt. 
When the Stamp Act was repealed in 
1766, the Hou se of Represen tafiv es 
d esired Gov ern or Bern ard to appoin t 
a d ay of gen eral than ksgiv in g, to be 
observ ed throu ghou t the prov in ce. 
A proclamation was issu ed , appoin t­ 
in g Ju ly 24th for the festiv al. 
I'pon the termin ation of the Pro­ 
v in cial Gov ern men t, the Prov in cial 
Con gress issu ed the than ksgiv in g 
proclamation d irect to the people. 
In 1774 the first Con gress held its 
session in the meetin g-hou se a t Cam­ 
brid ge. October 22d of this year it 
appoin ted Thu rsd ay, the fifteen th of 
December, to be obrerv ed as a d ay 
of than ksgiv in g. 
It had been the in v ariable u sage of 
the royal gov ern ors to appen d after 
their sign atu re the formal ejacu la­ 
tion , God sav e the Kin g!” It was 
n ot ad d ed to the Con gression al 
proclamation of 1774. 
The followin g year, 1775, the 
Cou n cil, or the u pper hou se of the 
Prov in cial Con gress, in session a t 
Watertown , 
appoin ted Nov ember 
23d as a d ay of pu blic than ksgiv in g 
throu ghou t the Colon y. This pro­ 
clamation was sign ed by the sev eral 
members of the Cou n cil, an d ben eath 
their sign atu re was ad d ed the pray­ 
er, “God sav e the People!” The pro­ 
v in ce still retain ed the old title of 
“Colon y.” 
In the followin g year, 1776, the 
Con gress acted in behalf of the 
“State” for the first time, an d sin ce 
then the proclamation s hav e closed 
with the prayer “God sav e the Com­ 
mon wealth of Massachu setts!”

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Colonial Thanksgiving. 
The early observance of a day OI 
thanksgiving in the Colonies is well 
known. Not only was such a day 
set apart for remembering the bounty 
of the harvest, bat for various other 
blessings. Along with these days of 
giving thanks came about as fre­ 
quently the days of fasting. So far 
as want of food was the occasion of 
fast days they would occur usually 
in the springtime. In order to give 
an idea of the great variety of oc­ 
casions for the one or the other of 
these holy days, there have been 
gathered from the early records of 
Massachusetts the following causes: 
“To seek the Lord for His direc­ 
tion,” “to intreat the help of God,” 
“for humiliation to seek the face of 
God,” “novelties, oppression, athe­ 
ism, excess, superfluity, idleness, con­ 
tem pt of authority, and troubles in 
other parts to be remembered,” “for 
the want of rain, and help of breth­ 
ren in distress,” “in regard to our 
wants, and the dangers of our native 
country,” “for God's great mercy to 
the churches in Germany and tho 
Palatinate,” “ for a bountiful har­ 
vest, and for the arrival of persons 
of special use and quality,” “for suc­ 
cess and safe return of the Pequot 
expedition, success to the conference 
a t Newton, and good news from 
Germany,” and “sad condition of 
our native country.” 
Throughoiitthecontinuance of the ; 
Provincial Government the procla- j 
niations of thanksgiving were issued I 
by the royal governors. This action i 
was sometimes ta ken, however, upon 
the suggestion of the General Court. ; 
When the Stamp Act was repealed in 
1760, the House of Representatives I 
desired Governor Bernard to appoint i 
a day of general thanksgiving, to be I 
observed throughout the province. 
A proclamation was issued, appoint- j 
ing July 24th for the festival. 
Upon the termination of the Pro* j 
vincial Government, the Provincial | 
Congress issued the thanksgiving I 
proclamation direct to the people, j 
In 1774 the first Congress held its 
session in the meeting-house a t Cam- [ 
bridge. October 22d of this year it j 
appointed Thursday, the fifteenth of I 
December, to lie obrerved as a day 
of thanksgiving. 
It had been the invariable usage of 
the royal governors to append after 
their signature the formal ejacula­ 
tion, God save the King!” It was J 
not added to the Congressional j 
proclamation of 1774. 
The following year, 1775, the J 
Council, or the upper house of the 
Provincial Congress, in session a t j 
Watertown, 
appointed November I 
23d as a day of public thanksgiving 
throughout the Colony. This pro- i 
clamation was signed by the several 
members of the Council, and beneath 
their signature was added the pray­ 
er, “God save the People!” The pro­ 
vince still retained the old title of 
“Colony.” 
In the following year, 1770, the 
Congress acted in behalf of the 
“State” for the first time, and since 
then the proclamations have dosed 
with the prayer “God save the Com­ 
monwealth of Massachusetts!”

He handed the case to Von Moltke, 
who, after examining the cigars for a 
long time, silently helped himself to 
the best. That was en ough for the 
chancellor, and he remarked to some 
one near a t hand: “When I saw Von 
Moltke use such deliberation 
in 
choosiug his cigar, and above all 
when he chose the best, I knew th a t 
was a sign th at things were going 
well with as.”

^o a regiment in the heat of the en­ 
gagement.) The note was taken 
and delivered, its bearer galloping 
through the thick of tbe fight to 
execute his commission. After the 
battle the duke made every inquiry 
but never could find out to whom he 
was indebted for this brave service. 
He told Lord Shaftesbury th at he 
considered this one of the 
most 
gallant deeds th at had ever come 
under his notice, seeing th at it was 
done without prospect of honor or 
reward.—London Daily News.

Instrnctions to Settlers. 
The General Land Office has 
sued a circular of instruction to reg­ 
isters and receivers of laud offices on 
the bill for relief of settlers on North­ 
ern Pacific indemnity lands, which 
Mr. Comstock introduced and worked 
for at the last session. 
About 220 
settlers in Northern Minnesota are 
interested, inasmuch as the bill al­ 
lows them to select other government 
lands than those where their homes 
now are. 
The commissioner now 
says that the new selections must be 
made within twelve months. In case 
of death of any person who has im­ 
proved and mmtLk final proof for land 
within the seoond indemnity belt, the 
transfer may be made by the legal 
representative of the deceased, but 
the right given is personal and can­ 
not be transferred, or the selection 
made by an attorney. No final proof 
shall be approved by the land de­ 
partment except where it is shown 
that tye law has been complied with 
as to residence. 
The settler must 
file an affidavit showing whether he 
has received a return of fees paid and 
commission on purchase money. 
If 
so payment must be made again. 
Those settlers who failed to make final 
proof for any reason other than vol­ 
untary abandonment will be given 
credit for making new proof for the 
time they lived on land first selected. 
Their first improi aments also will be 
credited, but final entries will not be 
permitted except upon proof of con­ 
feree^ residence on the land to which 
the transfer is made for three months. 
The above will be of interest to 
quite a number of people from this 
county who are interested in the mat­ 
ter.

lowing rn the Duluth Tribune: 
It is now settled that the divisional 
headquarters of the Northern Pacific 
road will lie removed from Brainerd 
to Superior. 
While the shope will 
not be located here for probably a 
ear, it is known that the offices will 
in Superior by the first of the year. 
Divisional Superintendent Green ar­ 
rived here in the morning and spent 
the day in a general survey of the 
Northern Pacific system. 
In the 
evening an important conference was 
held between Mr. Green and local 
Superintendent Eldridge. The meet­ 
ing was in reference to the removal 
of the offices. For over an hour the 
officials wore closeted together and it 
was learned after that the arrange­ 
ments for the removal were completed 
The unfinished second story of the 
Union dejtot 
is to be materially 
changed and will lie occupied as 
offices by the Northern Pacific. While 
the officials of the road have hitherto 
been very reticent in speaking of the 
matter they now confirm the report.

From An Outside Standpoint. 
The Minneapolis Times sizes the 
situation in the 46th district up as 
follows: There is certainly room for 
an interesting political scandal, if Bob 
Dunn determines to contest Ute eire- I 
tion, but tho fact must not bo lost j 
sight of that there are two sides to 
every dispute, and there is reason to 
believe that some of Mr. Dunn’s col­ 
leagues on the republican ticket are 
about as deep in the mire as it is pos­ 
sible to get. Tho circumstances at­ 
tending the election in this district re­ 
calls the events attending the repub­ 
lican nominating convention, where 
the whole trouble probably originated. 
As will be remembered, J. C. Flynn, 
of Little Falls, was nominated for 
senatoi after a protracted dead lock, 
and in spite of the determined op­ 
position of a very considerable ma­ 
jority of the republicans of I hat dis­ 
trict. Rumors of a serious chancer 
were afloat at the lime concerning lh:* 
methods by which Dr. Flynn • ' i,r d 
his nomiuaiion and charges of cornu - 
tion were freely made Lot Ii at that 
time and since. Tile other candidates 
for senator were Mr. Lam, of Brkin- 
erd, and W E. Lee, of Todd county, 
and it is s«fTe to say that either one 
could have been elected wiih case. 
Mr. Lee was the strongest man and 
was unquestionably entitled to the 
nomination, and would have received 
it almost unanimously had it riot been 
for the dead -lock occasioned by Mr. 
Lum’s unexpected candidacy. It was 
never supposed for an instant that 
Mr. Flynn could be elected, owing to 
his very unsatisfactory course in the 
last legislature, but the extent of his 
unpopularity was hardly appreciated 
at the time of his nomination. This 
can be understood better when it is 
staled that in a district which is 
naturally 1,900 republican, Mr. Flyrin 
was defeated by over 2,(XKJ votes. At 
Brainerd, a republican turn-out of IOO 
votes cast, Mr. Flynn secured 103, and 
in Crow Wing county only 209 votes 
out of 1,500 cast. 
He failed to carry 
a single county in the district, al­ 
though all but Morrison are republi­ 
can 
It’ is conceded by democrats 
that had any one but Mr. Flynn 
headed the ticket every republican 
would have been elected, and the de­ 
feat is chargeable entirely to the 
Morrison county statesman, who has 
probably received his final political 
quietus. 
As a matter of fact the republicans 
of this district never attempted to 
controvert the claim that more votes 
were cast which were intended for 
Pr ;ce than those cast for Dunn. There 
was, however, some irregularity iii 
the printing of the tickets, and !>e- 
tween 15 and 20 votes were cast for 
J. C. Price, instead of E. E. Price, and 
nine for E. L Pierce, all of which 
were undoubtedly intended for Price. 
By throwing clit these votes, however, 
Dunn could be seated, and this w as 
what the republicans hoped to do. 
There Is no doubt that the nine votes 
cast for Pierce would have to be 
thrown out, but under previous deci­ 
sions of the supreme court those cast 
for J. O. Price would probably have 
to lie counted, in which event nothing 
could prevent Mr. Price from being 
seated. Mr. Dunn figures out his 
vote in the district at 3,512. and that 
cast for Price at 3.503, and claims his 
election by nine votes. He also as­ 
serts that 15 votes for him were re­ 
fused in Crow Wing county, and 
that there was a good deal of rotten­ 
ness in Morrison county, which would 
be shown up in case of contest. The 
convassing board, when it met Mon­ 
day, found things so badly mixed 
that it was necessary to adjourn until 
yesterday, while the returns in cer­ 
tain precincts in Todd county were 
recounted or corrected. The result 
did not help matters, and to say th© 
least, indicate gross carelessness and 
neglect.

Metal Railroad Ties. 
The Lumberman says: The wood­ 
en ties now in use upon the tracks of 
the United States number 515,892,918. 
The average life of a wooden tie in 
this country is six and a half years. 
Every year, therefore, calls for 80,- 
000,000 ties. 
One-fifth of the timber 
product of this country is regularly 
absorbed by the railroads. 
And the 
railroads' fifth is the best that is pro­ 
duced. 
A million acres of good 
forest is stripped to supply this single 
demand. 
This government has only 
about 70,000,000 acres of public forest 
land remaining. 
It is therefore very 
clear that the question of substituting 
metal for wood in railroad ties is of 
rapidly developing interest, and their 
use is already quite extensive through 
principally in foreign countries. 
In 
pursuing inquiries the forestry divi­ 
sion of the agricultural department 
has learned that metal ties are now 
in satisfactory use on 30,000 miles of 
railroad. 
Europe has one-third of 
this inetal-tie mileage. 
Asia, Africa 
and South America have the remain­ 
der.

Indians. 


No Doubt But That the Move 
Would Precipitate a 
Battle. 


P ik e R idge A g ency, 8. D., Special Tele­ 
gram, Nov. 2G.—Pine Ridge agency, ordi­ 
narily dreary enough, is to-day a scene of 
extraordinary activity. 
The Indians draw 
part of their rations to-day, but Instead of 
com ing in as usual, the bucks are dancing 
the weird ghost dance hack among the 
buttes a dozen miles front the agency and 
have sent the old men and the squaws in 
for rations. 
On the plateau, where the agency is lo­ 
cated, hiown walled by barren buttes,Coni- 
panies K, F, 1. X. D, of the Ninth cavalry, 
are camped, also lour companies of the 
Second in'an try. 
Two more companies of 
the Second will airive this afternoon, and 
it is said that reinforcements will soon ar­ 
rive in the lorni of cavalry from Fort Kiel- 
ly, Kan. 
I rode part of the way from K ushvlllethis 
morning in company with Co). Guy V. 
Henry, of the Ninth cavalry, and later 1 
passed his scout, the famous Frank Grovard, 
who acted in a similar capacity for Gen. 
Crook in 1876. 
Both Col. Henry and his 
scout are confident that there will be a con­ 
flict between the troops and the Indians 
within a few days. 
The officers at Pine Ridge are very much 
annoyed by some sensutional press rejxirts 
that have been published, aud talk some of 
quarantining the reservation against news­ 
paper correspondents. 
They consider the 
situation to be critical enough in reality 
without resorting to exaggerations. 
Indian Agent Royer to-day increased his 
force of Indian police from 38 to luO. 
The 
new men were taken into a large room ad­ 
joining the agent’s office this afternoon, 
shorn of their long hair and fitted out with 
uniforms, in 
which 
they are strutting 
around this alternoon, much tg the disgust 
of the feminine portion of the ghost danc­ 
ers’ contingent, who are in alter rations 
w hile the hostile men are busy pawing up 
trouble. 
It is understood that the foree o f fighting 
men at this agency has been reinforced by 
260 Rosebud braves. 
Wednesday is the 
regular day for issuing beef, but it is not 
yet decided by the agent and commanding 
officer, Gen. Brooke, whether or not to is­ 
sue. 
There areYuniors that som e day this 
week an attempt will be made to disarm 
the Indians, then there will be trouble.

The stampede that followed wa> 
almost instantaneous. Fquawsand papooses 
ran screaming Into the teepes, while the 
bucks hastily mounted their |»onies and 
tied to the hills. But the trooj»er* had only 
crossed In order to turn and go back to 
camp. 
Nearly all tho Indians who draw 
rations here are now encamped near tbefost. 
It may be that this will settle the mutter 
without trouble, and it may bring on a 
fight. 
Special Agent Cooper thinks that 
any pretext may he seized Ufton by the In­ 
dians ior forcing the issue. 
The dancing is 
dying out, but he is not sure whether i; is 
treachery or obedience that is causing the 
relaxation. 
A uuniber of Rosebud Indians are here 
without passes, and their presence bodes no 
good. 
All are unanimous in their asser­ 
tions of good will, but they are carefully 
measuring the strength of the troops the 
while. 
Little Wound, one of the leaders of 
the ghost dance, has refused to come into the 
agency, saying that it the agent wanted 
to see him he must call at Hie Little 
Wound’s tepee. 
A suuaw hanged herself 
■Saturday night to add to the excitement. 
At present it is a toss up between peace and 
war.

rebellion. The story of hia bravery 
nt Ball’s Bluff is told in “Dyckink’a 
History of tho War,” and it was told 
to an Advertiser interviewer by the 
hero himself at the prison gate.

was all about the rescue of Col. Bak­ 
er’s body at Ball’s Bluff. The Col­ 
onel had been shot down by a con­ 
federate and the latter was killed in 
turn by Bieral. Col Baker’s body lay 
between the two lines when Bieral ran 
out of the ranks and picked it up. 
The firing 
was 
heavy 
and the 
rescuer was shot through the top of 
the head, but he lifted the body up 
und carried it into the union lines 
ainid a storm of bullets. President 
Lincoln sent for him afterward and 
promised him a captaincy in the reg­ 
ular army. 
Lincoln and Baker were 
old friends and the Prseident wept at 
the recital of his trogicdeath. 
Bier ol is now nearly 79years of age 
but looks much younger. 
He wears 
a medal on his breast inscribed: ‘Cap- 
tian Louis Bieral, First California 
Regiment, for saving the body of 
Colonel Baker.” 
In regard to the crime whichhehas 
just expatiated he was not so coni- 
muncative. 
He said briefly that he 
was discharged from the custom 
house on a false charge of robbing a 
poor woman of $2, preferred by Sur­ 
veyor Beattie, 
lie said he was earn­ 
ing $175 per mouth and did not need 
to rob anybody. 
If lie had been 
simply discharged and no charge pre­ 
ferred 
against him he would not 
have made any trouble.

No attention was paid 
to the demand and he went to his 
office and shot him. 
He thought he 
had killed him. 
He bled profusely as

Colonial T h a n k sg iv in g . 
The early observance of a day of 
thanksgiving in the Colonies is well 
known. N ot only wns such a day 
set a p a rt for remembering the bounty 
of the harvest, b a t for various other 
blessings. Along with these days of 
giving thanks came ab o u t as fre­ 
quently the days of fasting. So far 
as w ant of food was the occusion of 
last days they would occur usually 
in the springtim e. In order to give 
an idea of the g re at variety of oc­ 
casions for the one or the other of 
these holy days, there have been 
gathered from th e early records of 
M assachusetts the following causes: 
“ To seek the Lord for His direc­ 
tion,” “ to in trea t the help of God,” 
“ for hum iliation to seek the face of 
God,” “novelties, oppression, ath e­ 
ism, excess, superfluity, idleness, con­ 
tem pt of au th o rity , and troubles in 
other p arts to be remem bered,” “for 
the w ant of rain, and help ot breth­ 
ren in distress,” “in regard to our 
w ants, and the dangers of our native 
country,” “ for God’s g re at mercy to 
the churches in Germ any and tho 
P alatin ate,” “ for a bountiful h ar­ 
vest, and for the arrival of persons 
of special use and quality,” “for suc­ 
cess and safe return of the Pequot 
expedition, success to the conference 
a t Newton, and good news from 
G erm any,” and “sad condition of 
our native co u n try .” 
T hroughout the continuance of the 
Provincial G overnm ent the procla­ 
m ations of thanksgiving were issued 
by the royal governors. This action 
w as som etimes taken, however, upon 
the suggestion of the General Court. 
W hen the Stam p Act was repealed in 
170G, the House of Representatives 
desired Governor Bernard to appoint 
a day of general thanksgiving, to be 
observed th ro u g h o u t the province. 
A proclam ation wyas issued, appoint­ 
ing July 24th lor the festival. 
Upon the term ination of the P ro ­ 
vincial Governm ent, the Provincial 
Congress issued the thanksgiving 
proclam ation direct to the people. 
In 1774 the first Congress held its 
session in the meeting-house a t Cam­ 
bridge. 
October 22d of this year it 
appointed Thursday, the fifteenth of 
December, to be obrerved as a day 
of thanksgiving. 
I t had been the invariable usage of 
the royal governors to append after 
their signature the form al ejacula­ 
tion, God save the K ing!” 
It was 
n o t added to the Congressional 
proclam ation of 1774. 
The following 
year, 
1775, the 
Council, or the upper house of the 
Provincial Congress, in session a t 
W atertow n, 
appointed November 
23d as a day of public thanksgiving 
th ro u g h o u t the Colony. This pro­ 
clam ation was signed by the several 
m embers of the Council, and beneath 
their signature was added the pray­ 
er, “God save the People!” The pro­ 
vince still retained the old title of 
“Colony.” 
Jn the following year, 177G, the 
Congress acted in behalf of the 
“ S ta te” for the first time, and since 
then the proclam ations have eiosed 
w ith the prayer “ God save the Com­ 
m onw ealth of M assachusetts!”

Instructions to Settlers. 
The General Land Office has is­ 
sued a circular of instruction to reg­ 
isters and receivers of laud offices on 
the bill for relief of settlers on North­ 
ern Pacitic indemnity lands, which 
Mr. Oomstock introduced and worked 
for at the last session. 
About 220 
settlers in Northern Minnesota are 
interested, inasmuch as the bill al­ 
lows them to select other government 
lands than those where their homes 
now are. 
The commissioner now 
says that the new selections must be 
made within twelve months. In case 
of death of any person who has im­ 
proved and made final proof for land 
within the second indemnity belt, the 
transfer may be made by the legal 
representative of the deceased, but 
the right given is personal and can­ 
not be transferred, or the selection 
made by an attorney. No final proof 
shall be approved by the land de­ 
partment except where it is shown 
that tfye law has been complied with 
as to residence. 
The settler must 
file an affidavit showing whether he 
has received a return of fees paid and 
commission on purchase money. 
If 
so payment must be made again. 
Those settlers who failed to make final 
proof for any reason other than vol­ 
untary abandonment will be given 
credit for making new proof for the 
time they lived on land first selected. 
Their first improi imente also will be 
credited, but final entries will not be 
permitted except upon proof of con- 
ttatiTrd residence on the land to which 
the transfer is made for three months. 
The above will be of interest to 
quite a number of people from this 
county who are interested in the mat­ 
ter

It is now settled that tbs divisional 
headquarters of the Northern Pacific 
road will be removed from Brainerd 
to Superior. 
While the shops will

year, it is known that the offices will 
be in Superior by the first of the year. 
Divisional Superintendent Green ar­ 
rived here in the morning and spem 
the day in a general survey of the 
Northern Pacific system. 
In the 
evening an important conference wa* 
held between Mr. Green and local 
Superintendent Eldridge. The meet­ 
ing was in reference to the removal 
of the offices. 
For over an hour the 
officials were clow*ted together and it 
was learned after that the arrange­ 
ments for the removal were completed.

offices by the Northern Pacific. While 
the officials of the road have hitherto 
been very reticent in speaking of the 
matter they now confirm the report.

From An Outside Standpoint. 
The Minneapolis Times sizes the 
situation in the 46th district up as 
follows: There is certainly room for 
an interesting political scandal, if Bob 
Duun determine* to contest the elec­ 
tion, but tho fact must not be lost 
sigiit of that there are two sides to 
every dispute, and there is reason hi 
believe that some of Mr Duun’s col­ 
leagues on the republican ticket are 
about as deep in the mire as it is i*>s- 
sibie to get. Tho circumstances at­ 
tending the election in this district re­ 
calls the events attending the repub­ 
lican nominating convention, where 
the whole trouble probably originated. 
As will be remembered, J. C. Flynn, 
of Little Falls, was nominated for 
senatoi after a protracted dead lock, 
and in spite of the determined op- 
jmsition of a very considerable ma­ 
jority of the republicans of that dis­ 
trict. Rumor* of a serious charac or 
were afloat at the time coma ruing the 
methods by which Dr. I'lynn - i,: .{ 
his nomination and charges of corrur - 
tion were freeiy made both at (lad 
time and since. The other candidates 
for senator were Mr. Lum, of Brain­ 
erd, and W E. Lee, of Todd county, 
and it is siffe to say that either one 
could have been elected with ease. 
Mr. Lee was the strongest man and 
was unquestionably entitled to the 
nomination, and would have received 
it almost unanimously bad it not been 
for the dead-iock occasioned by Mr. 
Lum’s unexpected candidacy. It was 
never supposed for an instant that 
Mr. Flynn could be elected, owing to 
hts very unsatisfactory course in the 
last legislature, but the extent of his 
unpopularity was hardly appreciated 
at the time of his nomination. This 
can lie understood better when it is 
stated that in a district which is 
naturally 1 ,0 0 0 republican, Mr. Flynn 
was defeated by over 2,000 votes. At 
Brainerd, n republican turn-outof L00 
voles cast, Mr. Flynnsecur ‘d 1 0!I, n< d 
in Crow Wing county only 200 votes 
out of 1,500 cast. 
He failed to carry 
a sitsgie county in the district, al­ 
though all but Morrison are republi­ 
can 
It" is conceded by democrats 
that had any one but Mr. Flynn 
headed the ticket every republican 
would have l>een elected, and the de­ 
feat is chargeable entirely to the 
Morrison county statesman, who Has 
probably received his final ixjlitical 
quiet u*. 
As a matter of fact the republicans 
of this district never attempted to 
controvert the claim that more votes 
were cast which were intended for 
Price than those cast for Dunn. There 
was, however, some irregularity in 
the printing of the tickets, and !>e- 
tween 15 and 2b votes were cast for 
J. C. Price, instead of E. E. Price, and 
nine for E. L Pierce, all of which 
were undoubtedly intended for Price. 
By throwing out these votes, however, 
Dunn could be seated, and this was 
what the republicans hoped to do. 
There is no doubt that the nine votes 
cast for Pierce would have to be 
thrown out, but under previous deci­ 
sions of the supreme court those cast 
for J. C. Price would probably have 
to be counted, in which event nothing 
could prevent Mr. Price from being 
seated. 
Mr. Dunn figures out his 
vote in the district at 3,5X2. and that 
cast for Price at 3.503, and claims his 
election by nine votes. 
He also as­ 
serts that 15 votes for turn were re­ 
fused m Crow Wing county, snd 
that there was a good deal of rotten­ 
ness in Morrison countj', which would 
be shown up in case of contest. The 
convassing board, when it met Mon­ 
day, found things so badly mixed 
that it was necessary to adjourn until 
yesterday, while the returns in cer­ 
tain precincts in Todd county were 
recounted or corrected. The result 
did not help matters, and to say the 
least, indicate gross carelessness and 
neglect.
